FUzsimuions, the Murderer »nd General 


Crook, Doi-s it Curd Job to Jail Break- 
Ing at ritloburg—Helped from the Out- 
•Ide—The Attempt to Wreck tlie Can- 
non-Hall Train—Howard Believed to 
Have Told tlie Truth—A Kentucky 
Feud—Criminal Noten. 
PlTTbBURG, Sept. 16.—Frederick C. Fitr,- 


fiimmons, the murderer of Detective Gil- 
kinson and a desperate thief, escaped from 
the county jail about 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The escape is the most daring 
ever effected in this part of the country. 
He was incarcerated in a cell m murder- 
ers' row on the first tier, awaiting his trial 
for murder, which was to begin next 
week. 
FiUaimmons had already been 


convicted on several charges of robbery. 
The prisoner gained the jail corridor by 
sawing the bars on his cell door. He then 
scaled the w alls, reaching the top of the 
building, where he used his saw on the 
bars of a window overlooking the war- 
ien's residence. 


A I>eni>erate Leap for Liberty. 


By a most desperate leap he gained the 


roof of that building, thence to the jail 
court by means of a lightning rod, and 
then scaled the high stone wall by means 
of a rope that could have been secured 
only by means of outside a;>sistance. From 
the top of the jail wall he jumped to the 
roof of a shed on the .Old avenue bide of 
the jail. The escape WHS not discovered til! 
6 o'clock m the morning. Warden Bailiu 
summoned the city and county detectives, 
county commissioners and other officials, 
auda'consultation was held. At 9 o'clock 
the work of hunting the escaped criminal 
was begun in earnest, but without a sin- 
gle clue aa to his whereabouts. Last Sat- 
urday detectives warned the authorities 
that Fitzbimmous would try to escape. A 
special guard was placed over the prisoner 
Saturday and Sunday nights, but Mon- 
day night the precaution was omitted. 


Reward Offered for tlie Fugitive. 


The escape of this notorious criminal is 


the all-absorbing topic of interest in the 
city. The county commissioners and the 
chief of the department of public safety of 
the city have arranged for a tystematic 
search for the fugitive. 
The county com- 


missioners have authorized a reward $1,000 
for his capture. They have also arranged 
to employ the best possible detective tal- 
ent, and hope to run down their man 
within ashorttiiue. 
Well Heeled nltli Money and Fiiemln. 
A few days ago FiUsimrnons received n 


draft for 10,000. He had the draft cashed 
and handed the money toafnend for safe- 
keeping 
It is also knowu that early 


yesterday morning after the escape Fitz- 
aimmons was supplied with a suit of 
clothes by two lady friends. The women 
are now under police surveillance. An 
examination of the cell discloses a very 
clever dummy occupying the cot. Tlie 
iron bars of his cell door show that the 
sawing was not recent; that the liars had 
been only partly severed, only enough of the 
Iron remaining to hold them in position; 
they had offered no resistance when the 
prisoner wis ready to step out. 


A Most Extraordinary Feat. 


The sawing of the bars in the window at 


the top of the jail, and how it was possi- 
ble for any one either to roach the window 
or to remain there unobserved longenoueh 
to accomplish the work, which must have 
taken an hour, is, a mystery unexplained 
At 11 o'clock a farmer living out the But- 
ler plank road several miles from the city, 
called the police headquarters by tele- 
phone, inquiring if Fitzsimmons had es- 
caped from jail. When informed that he 
had, the farmer said that he had seen the 
murderer passing along the highway in 
front of his house. Detectives have gone 
out to Farmer Frazier's house. This is 
the first clue obtained, and not much con- 
fidence is placed in it. The indications 
are almost conclusive that the fugitive had 
able assistance from outside. 


HOWARD TOLD THE TRUTH.

THE NEW COURT UOl'SK 


as will be seen by the engraving will be a 
very handsome stiucture, of which the peo- 
ple of Macon county oau well be proud. 
Though not largo or expensive, costingonly 
•580,000. The building is of light stone, 
100x100 feet, the tower being 140 tot high 


AHEMIJflSCEXtE. 


The first court house in Macon county 


was a 
building 
20x30 feet, built 
of 


round logs, containing one room. 
It was 


covered with clapboards. There was not a 
nail in the whole building. 
It was heated 


by a fireplace and lighted by candles. When 
a preacher happened in town meeting was 
held in the court house. 
The building 


stood on the west side of Lincoln square,^ 
where Ehrman's clothing store now is. 
It 


was built iu the winter of IS'M and was 
used as a court house until 18:33 when it 
was moved to where it now stands, east of 
the city on Samuel Allen's farm. It is now 
ujed as a barn. 


The second court house was built in 1S3&. 


It was a brick structure and stood in the 
south-east corner of Lincoln square. 
This 


building was used until it was moved to the 
place where justice has been given for -JO 
years past, the Powers building on South 
Water street. Several years ago the county 
buildiug south of the now court house was 
built on account of the increased business 
transacted by the county. 
The lower floor 


of the Powers building was then vacated.
